Tiberias

T continuously growing 
new town overlooking the 
Kinneret, steadily spreading 
out in clusters of houses over 
more and more hillsides and 
dry stream beds, has been 
named Beit Maon, after the 
historic locality that stood 
here during the struggle 
against the Romang in the 
last days of the ‘Second 
Temple. But everybody in- 
sists on calling the new town 
“Upper Tiberias” even though 
eight kilometres of waste, a 
drop of 500 metres in altitude, 
and all the difference in the 
world in the character of its 
residents, set it apart from 
Tiberias itself. 


There will soon de 10,000 
people living in Upper Tiber- 
las, but, as in its mothertown 
on the lakeshore, there are 
no street names yet. 

Your first surprise comes 
when you stop to look at the 
children — almost all of them 
towbaired, dl ed, with 
turned-up noses. riddle 
is not solved until you walk 
inside and see their miothers: 
we had not expected so many 
mixed marriages among the 
new arrivals. | 

But the residents do not 
leave you much time to look 
around They assail you with 
countless questions, especially 
if you happen to be walking 
around with a briefcase, a 
sure sign that you are “an 
official” — and everyone 
knows that itis the job of 
an official to answer ques- 
tious 

One might presume that 
the representatives of enough 
organizations and agencies 
visit these immigrants to tell 
them all they want to know. 
There is, after all, the Labour 
Council, the Women Workers 
Council, the cy, Amidar, 
the parties. Still, it seems that 
either the answers are in- 
adequate or the residents are 
suspicious, for they pour out 
their questions all over in: 
How can they release ir 
baggage from customs? 
Where do they ir

to go to a moshav? Where 
can they register for a vo- 
cational training course? Who 
can help them look for their 
relatives here? Where are 
they to file a complaint about 
the way they are treated by 
the clerk at the labour ex- 
change and by the grocer 
(whose language they do not 
understand) who cheats them 
out of their rations? 

One Friday evening, we 
dropped in at a particularly 
inopportune moment. A water 
pipe had burst that. morning, 
and to make matters worse, 
we were in the middie of a 
heat wave. The women had 
had no water all day to do 
their Shabbat cooking, the 


men, coming back from a day 


of unaccustomed hard work 
and looking forward to their 
weekly rest, could not even 
have a cool shower 

“We couldn't wash dishes, 
we didn’t even have enough 
water to drink!“ complained 
one mother “The -children 
are drying up before our very

occupants. The conveniences 
were locked, and the resi- 
dents had to resort to primi-.

The floors of the new 
houses are already cracking 
and breaking up, and the 
housewives claim that snakes 
and mice come in through 
the openings. The builders 
did not see to it that differ- 
ent locks would be installed 
in each house, so that today 
almost everyone of tue resi- 
dents can open most of the 
other houses in the quarter 
with the key to his own home. 
The newcomers’ disappoint. 
ment is heightened by a mis- 
understanding which would 
be amusing if it were not so 
pathetic: when they were 
Asked. aboard ship, in what
